| FOR RAILWAY DEAL 


Ex-Head of New Haven and 
Associates Accused by Bay 
State Grand Jury. 


CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY. 


Cambridge, Mass., June 29.—Eighteen per- 
sons, including” Charles S. Mellen, former 
president of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford and the Boston and Maine railroad 
companies; Frederick 8. Moseley ‘of E. S. 
Moseley & Co., Boston, brokers; the late 
Ralph D. Gillett of Weatfield and the Invest- 
ment committees of two savings banks of 
this city were indicted today by the Mid- 
dlesem ‘gounty grand jury on various 
charges in connection with the financing of 
the Hampden railroad from Bondsville to 
Springfield. Mr. Gillett was president of 
the Hampden railroad corporation. 

The railroad was built a year ago as a link 


to connect the Central Massachusetts divis- 


ion of the Boston and Maine with the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, but 
has never been operated, an attempt to ob- 
tain the legislature’s consent to its lease 


to the Boston and Maine having failed. 


Road Costs $4,000,000, 

The indictments against Mellen, ‘Moseley 
and Gillett allege conspiracy to induce the 
investment committees of the two banks to 
lend a total of $45,000 to the corporation. 
The notes securing the loans were indorsed 
by the Hampden Investment.company, or- 
ganized by Mr. Gillett to finance the con- 
struction of the railroad, which cost approx- 
imately $4,000,000. : 

The investment committee of the East 
Cambridge Savings bank is indicted on three 
counts of conspiracy to lend sums of $20,000 
$16,000, and 35,000 to the Hampden Railroad 
company. Those indicted are Gustavus 
Goepper, James Ferguson, David C. Proud- 
foot, Charles W. Daley, and Frederick B 
Wheeler. These indictments charge that the 
Hampden Investment company was not a 
substantial surety or-indorser of the notes of 
the railroad corporation given to the bank. 


Second Committee Accused. 
Similar indictments were returned against 
the investment committce of the Cambridge 
Savings bank, the amounts named being 
i $25,000, $25,000, $22,500, and $20,260, The co 
mittee of this bank consists of Edward R.

GIVE UNANIMOUS CONSENT 


Booths, Stalls, Curtained Re- 
cesses, and Cafe Cozy Cor- 
ners Due to Disappear 
in Two Weeks. 


A little group of women last night sat in 
the gallery of the city council chamber unti} 
II o'clock. Up to that time they wore ex- 
pressions of anxiety, but a half minute later 
their faces lighted up and, bowing theit 
acknowledgments to several aldermen, ue 
departed wearing happy smiles.

B Need Grading. | 

‘The need of grading in the Sunday school, 
even in the smallest schools, was urged at 
an all afternoon meeting in the Fourth 
Presbyterian church. 

“TI once taught in a district school in one 
room with more than twenty different 
classes, but if I had tried to teach a uniform 
system to all of the pupils I would have been 
fired by the schoo! directors. Why should 
the rule not apply to the Sunday school?" 
said R. E. Diffendorfer, New York. 

In an address of the Rev. Dr. Francie F. 
Clark, founder and president of the united 
societies of Christian Endeavor, he refuted 
the idea that the young people's societies of 
the churches and the Sunday schools ought 
to be merged. 

At a meeting of the executive committee 
BE.

ENGLISH ECONOMIST PREDICTS 
BUSINESS BOOM IN AMERICA. 


Editor Paish of London Statist Says 
Reaction Soon Will Be Overcome 
,. Blames Loss of Nerve. 


[BY CABLE TO TH HICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 

LONDON, June 29.—Sir George Paish, 
economist of European fame and editor of 
the London Statist, today gave his views on 
business conditions and the outlook in the 
United States. He said: 

What is happening is not peculiar to the 
United States, but is incidental to the busi- 
ness situation generally. We expected this 
reaction would come in 1915, but it has come 
earlier, and I believe the improvement is 
near. 

“If the interstate commission grants the 
increased rate business will show ea distinct 
revival, especially with the prospect of good 
crops this year. There is no fundamental 
reason for the depression. + 

“The main cause of the existing situation 
is that the continental and American in- 
vestors have lost their nerve. 

„The tnsecurity in the Balkans and Mexico 
and the dilatoriness of the interstate com- 
merce commission all contribute toward in- 
tensifying the trade reaction, which, with 
their adjustment, surely will be followed by 
a greater expansion than ever known be-

LABOR MISGOVERNMENT. 

The problems of labor are the prob- 
lems of representative government. They 

reproduce the evils we are plagued with 
in politics and they will be solved, prob- 
ably, on the same lines. 

The harshest crities of trade union 
conditions do not take this into account, 
but the fair-minded’ publie which sym- 
pathizes with the attempt of wage carn- 
through 
united effort should realize it. We shall 
avoid injustice in our judgments of union- 
ism and we shall be able to help, not 
hinder, what is an inevitable and on the 
whole most desirable movement if we 
seize this underlying fact. | 

It is of even more importance for the 
tauk and file and more responsible lead 
ership of organized labor to rec it, 

Organized labor suffers from misrepre- 
sentation just as Cook .county does, as 
the state of Illinois does, and its prob- 
lem is what the problem of misrepre- 
sented political communities largely is— 


to devise means of protecting the jrepre- | 


sentative machinery from men who will 
make use of it for their or- vate 
profit and to the injury, of union labor. 

The rank and file of union men are 
sometimes blinded by passion, prejudice, 
and shortsighted selfishness, just qs we 
all are. That is human nature, and the 
result in polities is the maintenance in 
political power of unfit w he | same 
result follows in unions, but we | have 
realized in polities that it is not all our 
fault when this occurs, that much of the 
success of the unfit is due to defective 
machinery of law.

tent representation, 

We do not rely upon the individual 
voter to protect himself and his vote 
from the plug-ugly and vote thief. The 
dass of intimidation and ballot box jstuf- 
fing are gone in politics. The honorable 
and intelligent leadership and rank and 
file of unionism might do well to con- 
sider whether more safeguards should 
not be devised in union elections. It was 
somewhat on this line perhaps that 
Clarence Darrow was reasoning when he 
suggested in comment on the McLaughlin 
charges à scheme of limited incorpora- 
tion or organization.” 

„A scheme of limited incorporation or 
arganization,” Mr. Darrow told THE 
TRIBUNE Plerviewer, „ might be worked 
out whereby the law could have spme 
control of the election of officers, the 
question of methods of arbitration, and 
perhaps other matters. This could all be 
done and there would not need to be a 
responsibility on the part of the union to 
pay damages. The advantage of this is 
that it would possibly give a better 
standing in the courts to the unions, and 
in many ways create public sentiment 
that would cause people to deal with 
these bodies. It would give the mem- 


bers themselves a feeling of greater re- N 


sponsibility and greater control of their 
organizations in making contracts, get 
tling jurisdiction disputes among labor 
organizations, and the like. I believe that | , 
some such plan as this will have to be 
worked out before long, and I believe it 
is feasible.” 

Unionism cannot advance as it should 
advance while it submits to misrepresen- 
tation, to terrorism and ‘selfish exploita- 
tion of “ bosses,” to ‘wasteful strikes, ana 
to the loss of popular support through the 
evildoing of men who mislead and mis- 
represent unions. For its own sake organ- 
ized labor should turn its thought seri- 
ously to devising practical measures for 
improving the machinery of representa- 
tion and the grade of representatives, and 
for resolving by less wasteful methods 
questions of jurisdiction or other trouble- 
making and graft-supplying difficulties. | 

Meanwhile, let us have as much light 
as can be got on present conditions and 
present offenders, not only the blackmail- 
ing misrepresentative of labor but also 
the corruptionist employer. This light 
should show the way to sound construct- 
ive measures.

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15 GH BLOOD PRESSURE. 
‘ERIO-SCLEROSIS means 

A. of the arteries. When 

water drops day by day on a stone 

a hole ig worn therein. Arteries 

overstretched day by day suffer a 
loss in their elastic fibers; but, instead 
of showing holes where the worn out fibers 
were, there is a compensatory overgrowth 
of white inelastic fibers. The arterial 
wall, instead of thinning, thickens, and 
the blood passage is narrowed. This 
process requires years. 

The blood pressure is the way of meas- 
uring its progress. It is the process of 
growing old, In fact, one way of putting 
it is to say that the man of 50 has eighty 
year old arteries. 

In hardening of the arteries the pres- 
sure may reach 300. Two hundred is not 
infrequent. When this gross pressure is 
analyzed it is found that the diastolic 
pressure is low and the pulse pressure is 
high. 

anti 

Hardening of the arteries cannot be 
eured. The condition is there It has 
been earned. The man has had his fling, 
and he must pay the fiddler. But that 
does not mean that ke sho:.ld lay down 
and quit. It is better to throw out a rear 
guard and fight to protect the retreat 
than not to fight at all. Why allow a 
defeat to degenerate into a rout? 

A man with arteriosclero:is should 
have his pressure taken periodically. He 
can regulate himself so that he can live 
a long life and a comfortable one. By 
temperance in drinking, eating, working, 
and worrying he may avoid the rocks 
which his arterio-sclerosis has thrown into 
his paths. 

By watching his pressure he can fore- 
see and forefend some of those rocks. For 
instance, if he is having vertigo (dizzi- 
ness) and an examination shows a con- 
siderable rise in his pressure he should 
guard against apoplexy by starving and 
purging. Or, finding that his pressure 
has risen suddenly and sharply, he should 
have his urine examined for albumin, 
since Bright’s disease is even more 
threatening than apoplexy. 

Also, he should remember that heart 
working against a high rressure is under 
extra strain, and, knowing this, he should 
keep track of the pulse pressure to know 
the work his heart is doing and how well 
it is holding up under it.

Nor are these suggestions formidable 
a few weeks of trial to adjust one’s life to 
a basis of temperance and then little 
thought or attention need be given it. 

The best opinion is that, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, it is not advisable 
to attempt to lower blood pressure. 
Faught says: 

“Tt is always a bad rule to promis- 
cuously institute measures to reduce 
blood pressure. Blood pressure reduction 
should only be attempted for a good rea- 
son, based upon a careful study of the 
case.” 

Leave the pressure where it is, but so 
live that it will not go higher.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

HERE is one portion of this western 
hemisphere that requires careful 
watching on the part of the United 
States government—namely: Queen 
Wilhelmina'se American colony of Su- 

rinam, or Dutch Guiana. It has always been 
a source of expense to the Netherlands. 
Every attempt on the part of the Hollend- 
ers to turn it to profitable account has proved 

lamentable failure, and its sale to some 
toda power has repeatedly been advo- 
cated in the Netherlands. 

The Dutch derive such vast wealth from 
their colonial possessions in Java, Sumatra, 
Madura, and Celebes that it is difficult to 
understand why they should be unable to 
make Surinam pay. It is all the more 
strange, since the adjacent colony of British 
Guiana is being turned to excellent ac- 
count by the English. 

The attempts made to introduce coolle la- 
bor from India, from Java, and from China 
have all resulted in failure, amd the fact 
that good Dutch money is being wasted 
every year upon a colony which cannot be 
made to pay, at any rate under Dutch rule. 
is a source of exasperation to the thrifty 
Hollanders whenever the annual colonial es- 
timates are brought up for discussion in the 
national legislature wa The Hague. 


That other nationalities would be able to 
develop the rich latent resources of Surinam, 
including its gold, its sugar, its cocoa, and 
bananas, goes without saying. 

As this is the case, the United States may 
one of these fine days be confronted with 
the alternative of seeing Surinam pass 
through purchase into the hands of some 
foreign power, such as Germany, France, 
Great Britain, or even Japan, in defiance of 
the letter and spirit of the Monroe doc- 
trine, or else being obliged to purchase the 
colony iteelf in order to prevent it from 
falling into other hands. 

If Holland finds a purchaser it is not likely 
that it will be deterred by any regard for 
the Monroe doctrine from concluding what 
may seem to ita carey bargain.

But so afraid was he of the curses resting 
on the place that he declined to leave the boy 
Newstead abbey lest any harm should befall 
him, but bequeathed it to his younger 
daughter, Geraldine, married to Gen. Sir 
Herbert Chermside. 

The bequest did not prove of advantage to 
Lady Chermside. After spending the last 
few years of her life as an invalid almost 
entirely abroad, and unable to live at New- 
atead, she died in 2910 in Switsrland with- 
out leaving any children. 

Newstead abbey passed, according to her 
father’s will, to her elder sister, the pres- | 
ent owner. On her death, and not until then, 
it will go to her brother—that is to say, the 


only son of the late William Frederick Webb. 


The fifth Lord Byron, the one who con- 
verted the abbot's skull into @ drinking cup, 
ie credited with having been threatened by 
the ghost of the Dominican monk that haunts 
Newstead with misfortune for him, for his 
descendants, and for all future owhers of 
the abbey.

Is there not a law by which she is en- 
titled to a week’s notice or an extra week’s 
salary without this notice? L. M. G. 

The right of this employ4 to recover further 
salary depends on the term for which she was em- 
ployed. The fact that she was paid twice monthly 
mndicates that this was the term of her empley- 
ment, but this would not be controlling if the 
agreement was for a weekly hiring. No notice is 
necessary to discharge an enployé at the end of a 
tern of employment uniens there is a custom in 
the business which is kr« «a to both the employer 
and the emiployé. 

So far as we can judge from your statement the 
employé ia entitled be paid for one week.

Unless the park board 
recedes from its former etand and takes quick 
action there is little hope that work on the 
new beach will be begun before next year, 
and this will mean that it will not be ready 
for the public until 1916. 


Plans for Beaches at Variance. 


The shore line extension plan of the park 
board provides for the construction of a §200,- 
000 beach, which would entail an annual ex- 
pense of between $20,000 and $25,000 in. up- 
keep. Ald. Kimball's motion provides for 
two beaches, one at East Sixty-seventh street 
and another 350 feet south of East Fitty- Sixth

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Green Peas. 


HE green pea plant is tender to heat. It 
soon grows yellow and sear when sum- 
mers high heat arrives. The green pea 
in the pod is equally sensitive. It loses 
its sweetness, as it gives up some of its 

water, soon after it is removed from the vine. 
It has to be unuswYally spcculent to stand for 
long the wilting atmosphere of the groceries, 
an atmosphere which might be greatly improved 
for all green things. 

Much better care ought to be taken of the 
pea while it is bejng marketed. The gain to 
eaters would be great, and twice or three times 
as many green peas would be used. Some 
people will only dp the jeasy bit of work of 
shelling peas if they are sure they are to be 
amply rewarded by something delicious to eat. 
In the hottest weather the pods, especially if 
thin, turn almost as yellow in display windows 
as the vines Jo under scorching sun.

The most petit, or tiny, green pea is rarely 
seen in our. markets. Our green peas are large, 
but when fresh fram the vines they may be so 
succulent as to melt in the mouth. They may 
be dropped in boiling water to cook, done ever 
so briskly but gently in a few minutes, but 
the market peas must receive other treatment 
if the result is to come near to being just what 
green peas ought tp be. Cook these as follows: 

TO FRESHEN AND COOK GREEN PEAS.— 
Put on to cook inicold water, instead of boil- 
ing water; bring siowly to a boil, and simmer 
until done. Twenty to twenty-five minutes 
usually will be enough, if they are cooked 
gently. Hard boiling makes the hard ones all 
the harder. A sprig or two of mint, English

The pea sturdily retains its own e in 
combination or when quite highly seasoned and 
flayored with other vegetables. A young onion 
to; each quart of peas (unshelled) may be 
added, and its presence, as far. as any onion 
taste is discerned, will not be suspected. It is 
needed for a pea soup especially, since the one 
favor made of many is what makes a pea soup 
highly esteemed, The pea also blends with car- 
rots agreeably, while retaining its own flavor. 

FRESH GREEN PEA PUREE.—When ma- 
king a purée for pea soups or for other service, 
such as garnishing, the market pea may be 
freshened and cooked’ first with butter and then 
with cold er added for the boiling. Melt an 
ounce of butter in the frying pan and put into 
it one-half a peck of green shelled peas, a sprig 
or two of mint, and some salt and pepper. Stir 
over the fire until the peas have taken up all 
the butter. Then add a quart of cold water: 
bring slowly to a boll and boil until the peas 
are soft enough to press through a sieve. If 
there is a considerable quantity of peas, and 
water in proportion, it will not usually boil 
away greatly, and this, with the sieved peas, 
will make the soup without any thinning. 
Serve with croutons.) 


—~— 


Some onions may te cooked in this soup, and 
a carrot. A teaspoon of sugar, added after it 
is sieved, generally {improves it. Thrifty folk 
Wash and cook the pods with the peas for a 
purée, but the pod of the market pea is often 
too much like straw! to be used. It is rather 
strange that peas copked first with butter are 
likely to taste more watery than when with 
cold water alone. | 

There is a point when a green pea is neither 
too watery nor too hard, and those who live 
by the side of the peas and count the weeks 
of their growth are the only ones who know 
when they are in perfection. Then they must 
not be cooked with too much water. A fair 
rule is water to cover, which is about a cup 
80 a cup of shelled peas.
